Tlie Vocational Schools of Berea of- 
fer an opiMirtunity for a man to double 
Ids earning capacity in a very short 
time and at little work and expense. 

Tliree Months’ Course In Bricklay- 
ing.— This gives students an opportu- 
nity to make from $1.50 to $3 a day 
during the first Summer, from $2 to 
$3.50 a day during the second Summer 
and from $3.50 to $0 a day after the 
second Summer’s work. It Is as good 
as two .vears’ apprentice work. This 
course is specially recommended to 
■students who wish to take a college 
course and earn most of their ex- 
penses. Bricklayers are in the gtreat- 
est demand and their wages are high- 
est during the Summer months, when 
students are having their long vaca- 
tion. 

Course in Telegraphy.— This gives an 
opportunity for a boy to prepare him- 
self to begin work in a railroad office, 
and he will soon be able to take charge 
of an ordinar.v office if be has good 
stuff in him. Students may learn this 
trade and at the same time take two 
or three studies in sch<x>l. The cost 
is $0 a term, in addition to the regu- 
lar incidental fee of the school shown 
in the table on this page.

When students get sick the.v are 
taken to 'he hospital, where for prac- 
tically no ex|»ense tliey are cared for 
witli all I lie skill and devotion possl- 
ble. Tlie students wlio have been here 
i.ue and ail agree that If the.v are 
going to lie sick Berea Is the place in 
wliicli to lie sick.

Three Months’ Course In Bricklay- 
ing.— This gives students au opportu- 
nity to make from $1.50 to $3 a day 
during the first Summer, from $2 to 
$3.."i0 a day during the second Summer 
aud from $3.50 to $6 a day after the 
second Summer’s work. It is as good 
as two years’ apprentice work. This 
course is specially recommended to 
.students who wish to take a college 
course and earn most of their ex- 
I lenses. Bricklayers are in the great- 
est demand aud their wages are high- 
est during the Summer months, when 
students are having their long vaca- 
tion. 

Course in Telegraphy.- This gives an 
opportunity for a boy to prepare him- 
self to begin work In a railroad office, 
and he will soon be able to take charge 
of au ordinary office if he has good 
stuff in liim. Students may learn this 
trade aud at the same time take two 
or three studies in school. The cost 
is a term, in addition to the regu- 
lar incidental fee of the school shown 
in the table on this page.

Health of Students. 

Berea guards the health of Its stu- 
dents most carefully, and the problem 
of kt'eping them in the tiest couditiou 
has received painstaking attention aud 
thought. The Department of Hygiene 
includes tbe college pbysiciau, a maa 
sfieciaily trained for this particolar 
work: the bead nurse, who is herself a 
uiuuntaiu girl, aud six apprentice 
nurses. The hospital eqaipiueut ia 
most complete, iucludliig a home for 
nurses, a contagious disease building 
with twenty-five beds, a main building 
with eleven beds, an operating room 
which is mederu iu every -particular 
aud the offices of tbe college physician. 

INei.v student entering Berea re- 
ceives 8<M)u after his entrance a free 
preliminary examination, including a 
test of the hearing and vision.
